Electric & Water Rates to Increase for  
First Time in Three Years  

   The Municipal Services Commission, (MSC), has 
not had a utility rate increase in three years.  
Based on a recent Cost of Service study, prepared 
by Utility Financial Services (UFS), a rate increase 
for both electric and water was recommended.   

   Customers will be happy to hear that although other utili-
ties across the country are experiencing double digit rate 
increases, the Commissioners were able to keep the in-
creases to single digits. The invoices sent in the month of 

May 2015 will reflect an average increase of 
2.0% for electric and 5.2% for water.   

   The Commission is committed to providing 
safe and reliable electric and water service at 

one of the lowest rates in Delaware.  If you have questions

     Code Enforcement helps to maintain and improve the 
quality of life of  New Castle City residents by administering 
an unbiased enforcement program to correct violations of 
City zoning, property maintenance and building codes.

Spring is a good time to do a thorough property check, 
look for potential areas for mosquito breeding, such as 
tires, buckets or tubs, anywhere water can collect and 
stagnate.  Eliminating these types of areas will go a long 
way this summer to help with mosquito control. 
 

POOLS: All pools capable of holding more 
than two feet of water (including above-
ground pools) require a building permit. 
Swimming pools must be maintained in a 
safe, clean and sanitary condition. 
 

VACANT PROPERTIES: Any vacant proper-
ty must be maintained as if that property were used or 
occupied. 
 

VEHICLES: In any zoning district, it shall be unlawful to 
park, store, or permit to be parked or stored, other than 
inside a fully enclosed building, any vehicle that is re-
quired to and does not have current registration attached 
to the vehicle, is inoperable in the manner for which it is 
designed, is missing major components, is wrecked or is 
dismantled.
